THE SHIPPING 
- DEPRESSION. 


‘Lord Inchcape & P. & 0. 
‘Results. 


The ninetieth ordinary general, 
meeting of the Peninaular and 
Oriental Steam Navigation Com- 
pany was held at the offices, 122, 
Leadenhall Street, London in mail 
week. 

The Chairman the Rt. Hon, the 
Earl of Inchcape, said inter alia: 

During a somewhat lengthy ex- 
perience I have never known trade 
so bad as it has been during the 
past few, months. The  disturb- 
ances, lawlessness, and boycott in 
India,‘ the conditions in Australia, 
and the Civil war in China, added 
to the severe fall in the sterling 
value of the dollar and tael, have 
seriously affected shipping. 

The financtal situation. in Aus- 
tralia causes us ‘and our allies grave 
inconvenience. We have a very 
lnrge sum of money lying there 
which we cannot get home except 
at a very heavy discount, which we 
do not like to pay. We are hopeful 
that before long normal conditions 
may, be restored, and in the mean- 
time the money is lodged with the 
banks earning a fair’ rate of in- 
terest. 

The latest figures available show 
that on October 1 there were laid 
up 868 British ships with a total 
of 885,418 tons, either owing to 
there being no employment for 
them, or employment at rates which 
would be insufficient to cover the 
bare cost of running. .The pros- 
pects ahead’ of shipping are far 
from bright and in spite of all 
efforts to economise and reduce ox- 
penditure there has been, and con- 
tinuesa to be, the greatest difficulty 
in-making voyage results show any~ 
thing except heavy losses. 

The Dividend, 

Thanks, however, to the conger- 
vative policy pursued by the board 
for many years, we are able to put 
before you a statement of accounts 
which enables us to recommend to 


[the Deferred atockholders the-pay~ 


ment of & final dividend of 5 per 
cent, making ao .total payment for 
the year of 10 per cent., freo of 
Income-tax. (Cheers). I feel sure 
the stockholders will, in these al- 
together abnormal e¢lrcumstances, 
support the board in recommending 
a reduction of 2 per - cent. in the 
year's dividend as compared with 
that of the previous year. (Hear, 
hear). 

Insurance and Depreciation. 

The amount at the credit of our 
insurance fund. at the end: of 
September 1929, was £3,000,000. 
This year it was £8,027,702 103, 
11d., and from this amount we have 
taken £27,702 108, 11d."into profit 
and loss account, which left it at 
$3,000,000. The P. and O, fleet has 
hitherto been run to:a large extent 
uninsured, and we have now decided 
to insure all our ships outside 
against total loss, and to reduce our 
insurance fund to £1,000,000, apply- 
ing £2,000,000 to the depreciation 
of the fleet. The board are, ‘of 
opinion that’ this is a safe measure 
to adopt in view of the present de- 
plorsble state of trade ‘generally 


}and of shipping. In: particular. 


Mall Services. ° 

The mail services have been car- 
ried out with punctuality, the total 
mail-landed’ and embarked at Mar- 
sellles and London being no leas 
than 73,500 tons. : 

: Suez Canal Dues. “ 

I am glad to be able to report 
that-the directors of the Suez Canal 
Company, in view of the -greatly 
‘depressed condition of. . shipping, 
wore good enough to make,a reduc- 
tion of 26 centimes gold in the canal

expense. In this we have the 
loyal co-operation not only of our 
marine and engineer superinten- 
dents, our dock and purser superin- 


tendents, but also of our captains, 


officers, engineers, and agents 
everywhere. ‘It would be impos- 
sible to have a more loyal_or efil- 
elent body of men to lock after our 
ships and thelr safety. (Hear,' 
hear.) 

Statistical Comparison. | 

I think it may be interesting to 
our atockholders to compare some . 
statistical figures of this year with | 
those which I quoted a year ago. 
Although’ the number of ships. 
actually in commission during some ! 
period of the past year is slightly in | 
excess of the number for the pre- 
vious 12 months, they have run 
750,000 miles leas than in 1929, and 
the cargo carried has dropped dur- 
ing the same ‘period by 1,000,000 
tone. The number of passengers 
carried has fallen by 50,000; tho 
number of animals has also droppad 
by 60,000. All this ‘is the outcome 
of the terrible trade depression. 
The average dally 
on board the ships has been slight- 
ly reduced compared with the 
figures of Inst year,. with a cor- 
responding diminution In, the 
amount expended on wages and 
victualling. | 

‘Running of the Fleets. 

A year ago it was my privilege 
to say that of the 322 ships owned 
by the P, and O. Company and its 
associates not one had’ been lost. 
In August last, however, the 
Tahiti, of the Union Steamship 
Company of New Zealand and San 
Franclaco, after an accident to her 
propeller shaft, went down, : and, 
although she had 252 souls on. 
board all ‘told, there was no loss of 
life, thanks to the skill and resource 
of Captain Toten, ‘his officers and 
engincers, to the unflagging devo- 
tlon of the craw, and to the dis- 
cipline and good humour of the 
passengers,’ and .thanks, above ali, 
to Marquia Marconi’a wireless. 
which brought to the Tahiti a ship 
to which everyone.on ‘board was 
safely transferred, 

After the public inquiry in New 
Zealand the ;Cqurt .. pronounced the 
following, verdict “The loss of the 
Tahiti was due.to a peril of the sea 
which no reasonable human eare ‘or’ 
foresight could have avoided. The 
ship was staunch and well ‘found. 
The cause of the loss was 
breakage of tail shaft, prob- 
ably by diagonal or scarf 
fracture, resulting {n over-riding 
of hull and injury.to the base of the 
water-tight-bulkhead. The Court 
awards: the highest praise - to all 
concerned, with special reference to 
the resource and. cool, accurate 
judgment of the master and cour- 
age and endurance of the en- 
gineers.”’ 

This is tho only Tos we have had 
in the steamers ‘owned by the P. 
and O. Company ‘and ita associates. 

. New “Tonnage. 

You will have seen from the re- 
port wo are bullding six steamers 
and you may wonder why in the 
present condition of trade and ship- 
ping we are launching out into new 
tonnage. I will, explain, We 
have sold six steamers during the 
last year, five to be broken up and 
one, a comparatively new one, to the. 
Union Steam Ship, Company of: 
New Zealand, .

was relieved to get thelr reply: 
“Very pleased Razmak valuable at- 
tractive addition to our feet.” 


Care of Passengers’ Baggage. 

I mentioned Jast year that, when 
1 was in India afew years ago, ! 
saw a remark in a newspaper there 
that passengers landing from the 
P. and O. were constantly losing 
their baggage and that I had had a 
record kept for 1928-29 of the num- 
ber of passengers landed and the 
number of packages missing. It 
showed that 9,528 ° passengers had 
bean landed from P. and O. steam- 
ers. in Bombay from Europe with 
96,230 packages of baggage and 
that there had not been one mias- 
ing. For the year. 1929 - 80 
9,400 passengers have been landed 
who had 94,000 packages -of bag- 
gage and of the 94,000 only one has 
not. been traced. Fortunately this 
package waa insured and the owner 
recovered its value. '. Where the 
Package has. gone to: no .one knows, 
‘except the person’ me made away 
with it. Mh

REVIEW OF CENSUS DEVELOPMENT 


HONG 


KONG. 


The taking of a Census in Hong Kong was in the early days of 


the Colony clesely connected with 
tration of the inhabitants, 


the vexed question of the regis- 


Previous to the British occupation of Hong Kong the Population 
of it probubly never exceeded at any one time a total 2,000 people, 
whether ashore or affoat, but additional numbers were goon at- 
tracted to the new Colony by the high wages there’ obtainable. 
Many of these new-comers were worthy labourers and artizans but 
they also included a considerable number of “the scum of the popu- 


lation of the neighbouring mainland.” 


‘The Gazette of May 15, 1841 
published, according ‘to Eitel, the 
frst figures of the population of 
Hong Kong, No mention is made 
of non-Chinese but the Chinese re- 
zidenty are piven ‘as numbering 
6,650 composed of 2,550 villagers 

“and fishermen, 800 Chinese living 
in the Bazar, 2,000 on craft of 
various kinds in. the harbour and 
$00 | “labourers trom Kowloon. 
The, population’ éf-Kowloon Point, 
which was not included in these 
figures, “was stated to be 800 
Chinese. , : 

By March, 1842, the ‘population 
was estimated to have grown to 
over 15,000 people of which 12,360 
were Chinese. Though little busi- 
ness was bein done In the new 
Colony the Chinese population con- 
tinued to increase and reached in 
April, 18-4, a total of 19,000 which 
now ineluded 2 sprinkling, of some 
1,000 women and children, 


Checking The Influx, 


Life was, however, insecure in 
the young Colony and the Govern- 
ment decided that) some means 
must be devised for regulating the 
Chinese population and checking 
the influx into Hong Kong of un-

bouring mainland, The «Govern- 
nent also desired to avoid any ap- 
pearance of promoting class legis-

The British residents felt 
their personal self-respect, their 
national honour and the liberty of 
the subject had been ‘trampled 
underfoot; the Chinese made pre- 
parations to desort Hong Kong 
en masse and somo 3,000 actually 
left..

The Taiping Rebellion had by 
this time broken out in China and 
Hong Kong began to reap tha 
harvest which has invariably fallen 
to its lot whenever the adjoining 
districts of Kwangtung ‘province 
are in a disturbed state. A flood 
of emigration set in towards Hong 
Kong (and Macao); some remain- 
ed but many also passed on to the 
Straits Settlements, to California 
und to- the West Indies. The 
population incransed rapidly ‘and 
Chinese capital, seeking a safe re- 
luge from the clutches of the 


marauders, commenced to flow into 


the Colony for investment. Even 
the proportion of males to females 
now ccmmenced to improve as the 
disturbances drove whole families 
‘o seek réfuge in Hong Kong. 
In 1848 the population was about 
71,500, in 1849 it rose to 29,500 and 
by the year 1853 it numbered 
39,000. In 1848 one-fifth only 
were females but in 1863 the pro- 
nortion had increased to one-third.

In 1858 the population had in- 
creased to 76,503, in 1860 it was 
about 95,000 and the cession of

tnd in I871- it stood at 124,198, 
Covernment Natification No. 68 of 
May 5, 1871 gives the Censua Re- 
turns of the Population of the 
Colony for 1870-71 and the ‘date 
riven as the date of the enumera-' 
tion is 2nd April, 1871. It seems 
‘irobable, however, that these 
figures represent something of a 
yearly average. A further census 
was taken “on the night of 
December 1” 1872, again on the 
night of December 4, 1876, and 
Shen. we come to the regular 
vensusea taken in 1881, 1892!

The Report of the Census. of 
(891, taken on May 20,‘shows con- 
aiderably groater detail on that c- 
.casion; the intermediate census’ of 
1897 was a partial one only taken 


with the special object’ of discover- : 


ing whether the population had 
been affected in any way by the 
vanitary measures occasioned by 
the plague of 1894; the census of 
1901 included for the firat time the 
New Territories which at that time 
had a population af 102,254 persons 
of whom 17,248 lived south of the 
Kowloon range of hills; the census 
of 1906 was also a partial ‘one only 
and did not include the N.T. north 
of the hills, There does not scem 
to have been any particular reason 
for this census; the intention may 
have beon the worthy one of hav 
Ing in future Intercensal pertods of 
5 years only din place of ten; if 
that were so, the advent of the war 
no doubt suppressed the idea in 
1916. The suggestion for a census 
in 1926 was considered but not 

proceeded with, . 
Going back, however, ta 1911, wa 
find that the census waa then on 
1 much more ambitious scale than 
over before; full particulars were 
obtained not only for Hong Kong

No doubt I have been a dia- 
appointing partner myself—in faat, 
most of us have spent many of our 
golfing days in failing to come up 
to expectations.

Good’ fron 
shots were not forthcoming and my 
partner, with the hole in his pocket, 
proceeded to miss his mashie-chip 
completely — actually failing to 
make contact with the ball at all, 

It was touch and go then for a 
half, but we got it, at least the 
fourth half.got what should have 
been a clear win.

At the next hole the gay deceiver 
hit a 275 yard tee shot, got into a 
miniature jungle with a badly. hook- 
ed accond, and then, with one. of 
the opponents within ten yards of 
the pin in three, he pulled out as 
yood a mashie-niblick shot as I 
have seen in a long career, raising 
lot of the course, but dropping his 
ball dead within a yard of the hole.

The incldence of modern 
prize-fighting has reduced it to the 
business of making fortunes in a 
night, hence a man fs nct always as 
particular as he should be by what 
means he knocks out his opponent, 
An element is introduced”which can 
only mar boxing at the best of 
times, even when a boxer of such 
undoubted science as Georges Car- 
Pentier possessed ongages to defend 
a title. 

It {a not surprising that boxing 
has lost many ad 


| amateurs it is far ess popular than 


it once was, owing to the import- 
ance placed upon brute strength, 
and the prevailing ambition of the 
modern boxer to “floor” his oppon- 
ent, ie. reduce him to a state of 


insensibflity. Even in three-round 
matches between gentlemen, in 
which' points win, and there Is 
therefore no need to knock an op 
ponent senseless, it is nevertheless 
a common practice to atrike a dazed 
and reeling adversary a heavy blow 
with a view to ending the. battle 
at once. During the annual boxing 
-compatitions between Oxford and 
Cambridge more than half the 
bouts have been known to end in 
this manner. '

CAUSES UPROAR IN JAPANESE 
DIET, : 
RETRACTION REQUESTED, 
Tokyo, Yseterday. 
Pandemonium has reigned in the 
Diet during the last few days as 
a result of a slip of the tongue on 
the part of Baron Shidehara. Dur- 
ing interpellations at the Budget 
Committee meeting on Tuesday 


-levening, the Foreign Minister as- 


serted that the fact that the Lon- 
don Naval Treaty was. ratified was 
clear evidence that it will not en- 
danger national defence as had been 
implied. A 

The Selyukai regard the reply 
as an attempt to place the respon- 
sibility on the shoulders of tha Em- 
peror and accuse Baron Shidehara 
of lese majeste. They demand a 
retraction and apology and even the 
resignation of the whole Cabinet. - 

The Seiyukai continue to press 
their demands which last night 
necessitated the presence of the 
police in the Committce Room for 
the protection of Baron Shidehara’s 
person, The presence of the 
policemen added fuel to the fire and 
the Seiyukal formally protested 
against it. : 

While the papers criticise the slip 
of the tongue and urge Baron 
Shidehara to, retract, they strong- 
ly censure the Selyukai’s attempt 
to make political capltal out of the 
incident, and condemn the disgrace- 
ful scenes: which the Seiyukai pre- 
cipitated. ' : 

Meanwhile, the proletarians have 
issued .a manifesto demanding that 
the magses strive to replace the pre- 
sent parties “with parties which 
have the true Interesta of the people 
at heart.” *. 

Following, the riotous scenes of 
the past few days in the Diet, as 
a result of the indiscreet remark 
by Baron Shidehara, an unidentified 
man, brandishing ‘a dagger, burst 
into the gallery’ of"'the Diet build 
Ing; where a number of Minseito 
supporters were sitting, and wound- 
ed several, including two Diet mem- 


bers who were injured in the gen- 


eral scuffle that ensued. 

Owing to threats of | personal 
violence against Baron Shidehara 
since his slip of the tongue, -six 
Jujitsu experts. have been engaged 
as his bodyguard, 

‘Owing to general ' confusion ‘in 
the Diet, various versions of the 
dagger incident are circulating, 
and it ie uncertain what pre- 
clpitated the trouble. Apparently 
a melee took place in the corridor, 
not the gallery, during a meeting 
of the Budget committee. Some 
one broke a window, the glass 
falling upon members inside the 
committee room, and on members 
and others thronging the corridor 
pandemontum followed, _inkpots, 
ipittoons and other missiles being 
freely hurled. toe
